"We have resolved never 
again to compromise the unity 
of Jerusalem and it is our 
hope that other peoples will 
share our position,” he (old 
the U.N. General Assembly. 

Referring to the talks due 
to begin in Washington Thurs- 
day between Egypt and Israel 
on a proposed peace pact, he 
said he hoped that be- 
fore the year was out there 
would be the beginning of a 
“new era” in the Middle East. 

“It is our desire that the 
peace process will eventually 
embrace our other neighboring 
states: Jordan, Lebanon and 
Syria, in order to achieve a 
comprehensive settlement in 
the area," Dayan said. 

On the Camp David talks 
between Egypt and Israel. Da- 
yan praised President Carter, 
saying that when there was an 
Israeli- Egyptian peace treaty 
“President Carter's name will 
be recorded in history as a 
great peacemaker." 

He also expressed apprecia- 
tion to President Sadat “for his 
vision and faith.” 

“Now the road to peace lay 
open," the Israeli minister 
said. “A new era of peace, for 
which Israel had been longing 
since the establishment of the 
state, has started. 

"Our dream has always 
. becn—Dot only since the foun- 
. , <fmg of the state of Israel, but 
since the very beginning of the 
Zionist movement — of a Mid- 
dle East in which Jew and 
Arab would live in harmony 
and cooperation for the mu- 
tual advantage of both peo- 
ples," he -said. 

The framework for the con- 
clusion of a peace treaty bet- 
ween Egypt and Israel was a 
step in that direction, he add- 
ed.' 

As Dayan addressed the Gene- 
ral Assembly President Sadat 
gave final instructions Monday 
to the Egyptian delegation to 
the Washington talks. 

Spokesman Saad Nassar 
I said this took place at a one- 


hour meeting between Sadat 
and the delegation headed by 
Egypt’s Defense Minister, Lt.- 
Gen. Kama l Hassan Ali. 

President Sadat declined to 
answer reporters' questions. 
But a map of the Sinai Penin- 
sula was seen on the table in 
the conference room at Sadat's 
rest. house near the Giza Py- 
ramid. 

The meeting was attended 
by Vice President Hosni Mu- 
barak, Prime Minister Musta- 
pha Khalil, Gen. Ali, Acting 
Foreign Minister Boutros Gha- 
li and other members of the 
delegation. 

Ali said Sunday that Egypt 
expected the talks to be con- 
cluded within two or three 
weeks. 

He also said he did not ex- 
pect major difficulties because 
“all the main points and broad 
lines were already agreed up- 
on at Camp David. We also 
hope that good intentions lead 
us to the desired results." 

Ali said in an interview with 
the semi-official “AI-Ahram” 
newspaper Monday that Egypt 
would stick to the two princi- 
ples of the non-surrender of 
land and sovereignty 'which 
guide all our talks with Is- 
rael." 

He also said the presence of 
the United States as a full part- 
no- in the talks would help in 
“achieving the required ob- 
jectives."

NEW YORK, Ocl 9 (Agencies) 
— A new Central Intelligence 
Agency report says the world’s 
oil supplies should last 60 to 
90 years at the world’s current 
consumption rate, “Time 
magazine says. 

Tie new study reverses the 
agency’s earlier view, that pro- 
ven reserves of oil could begin 
to be depleted by the 1980s, 
according to the article in the 
current issue of ‘Time". 

Hie magazine says the agen- 
cy’s earlier estimate after the 
Arab oil embargo of J 973 was 
inaccurate because it made false 
predictions that the Soviet 
Union would soon become a 
major oil importer, placing fur- 
ther strains on the worlds re- 
sources. 

The new CIA study was pre- 
pared by Richard Nehrman of 


the Rand Corp. According to 
the magazine, Nehrman main- 
tains that even if oil demand 
increases and supplies decrease 
quickly, energy requirements 
could be met through conser- 
vation and special techniques to 
squeeze more oil from existing 
reserves. 

But, according to ‘Time”. 
Nehrman contends reserves tan 
only be increased by "additio- 
nal recovery from known fields 
and by further discoveries of 
‘supergiant’ fields containing at 
least 5 billion barrets of oil.’ 

The magazine said that Rand 
puts current world oil supplies 
at 1,700 to 2400 billion barrels. 
Tbe estimate contrasts sharply 
with Dutch economist Peter 
Odell’s figure of 4,500 billion 
barrels — seven times current 
proven reserves, according to 
“Time”.

West Beirutis stage strike 
in support of Syrian role 


BEIRUT, Oct. 9 (Agencies) 
— A general strike paralyzed 
mainly-Muslim west Beirut 
Monday as Lebanon’s nationa- 
lists pressed their demands that 
‘Syrian Loops remain in. the 
eastern half of the city. 

Syria’s departure, the na- 
tionalist groups fear, would 
prompt the rightists to try to 
assert undisputed control over 
tbe country. 

As a shaky ceasefire appear- 
ed to be generally holding in 
the eastern half of the capital, 
a right-wing spokesman accus- 
ed the Syrians of maintaining 
a tight "food siege" on the 
rightist enclave. 

The rightwing Phalangist 
"Voice of Lebanon" charged 
in a broadcast that Syrian 
troops had violated tbe truce 
by shelling the coastal high- 
way just north of the eastern 
sector of Beirut. 

Tbe radio did not give any 
casualty count following the 
alleged shelling, but said seven 
persons were killed and seve- 
ral others wounded Sunday 
and early Monday by Syrian 
snippers. 

Most of tbe sniping was said 
to be directed against traffic 
over the Qaxantina bridge on 
the north-eastern outskirts of 
the capital. 

Prior to the rightwing ra- 
dio broadcast, reporters ob- 
served cars crossing between 
.the western and eastern sec- 
tors of the capital without in- 
terference. Several vehicles also 
were seen entering the eastern 
sector across one of the three 
bridges from the north.

Referring to the Camp Da- 
vid accords signed last month 
by Egypt and Israel, Qaddafi 
said “Egypt has been defeated 
by the force of arms and un- 
fortunately signed, in a state of 
capitulation, the document of 
recognition of the enemy.” 

“There is no reason for post- 
poning the revolution in the 
Arab homeland after ' what 
liappened.” 

“There are those who sur- 
render because they are defeat- 
ed, but the rest who have not 
been defeated will not 
do. so and surrender will, not 
be’ imposed on them, assuming 
die Arab nation is able to get 
over the crisis because the ac- 
cord was only signed by one 
president" 

(Speaking on a national “re- 
venge day” festival, marking 
the conquest of the Libyan ter- 
ritory by Italy in 1911, Qaddafi 
called for the arming of women 
and regular, modem training 
for all Libyan men and wo- 
men. 

“The Libyan people should 
depend on their own force and 
not on military aid from a bro- 
ther or friend or an ally," he 
said. 

Referring to the conflict in 
Lebanon, he said “there is to- 
day a bitter religious war which 
is definitely divorced from 
Jesus Christ's and Moses teach- 
ings, in which the Jewish and 
the Christians are allied against 
the Muslims". 

However, he said, “we in the 
Jamahiriyeh do not take a 
hostile stand against all those 
who believe in Christianity or 


Judaism- ..... There are no 
problems which prevent us 
developing relations with other 
Christian countries such as Bri- 
tain." 

In Beirut a leader of the 
Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion (PLO), Fateh, has called

BAGHDAD, Oct. 9 (AP) 
— Iraq charged Monday that 
Israeli warplanes had violated 
Iraqi airspace several times 
last week. 

The official Iraqi News 
Agency said Iraqi air defense 
and early warning systems de- 
tected formations of Israeli 
warplanes over Iraq's western 
borders with Jordan. 

“The watchfulness and vigi- 
lance of our forces have pre 
vented the enemy from realiz- 
ing its purposes and compell- 
ed him to withdraw across the 
airspace of Jordan," the agen- 
cy added. 

The charge came in the 
Iraqi calls for an Arab sum- 
mit in Baghdad to plan step 
to foil the Camp David agree- 
ments between Egypt and Is 
rad. 


Soviet relations in the drive io 
upset the Camp David summit 
accords. 

Fatehs Salah Khalif (Abu 
lyad), added in an interview 
that PLO chairman Yasser 
Arafat would visit Moscow 
soon at the head of a delega- 
tion. The interview was pub- 
lished in Monday's issue of the 
weekly magazine “al-Kifah al- 
Arabi.” 

In a plea directed at the five- 
member Arab "steadfastness 
front" seeking to eliminate last 
month's Camp David accords, 
Khalaf was quoted as say- 
ing:

The National Day 
Republic of China 



The 72 martyrs were entombed in 1924 at 
Huong Hua Kong / Yellow /-'lower Mound ) in subur- 
ban Canton 

T he Republic of China - born of the Wuchang 
National Revolution that erupted on Octo- 
ber 10, 191 1, and formally established on 
January 1, 1912 - brought the republican form 
of government to Asia. 

Dr. Sun Yat-sen, the founding father, 
sought to create a government "of the people, 
by the people and for the people” to replace 
the backward bureaucracy of the Ch’ing dy- 
nasty. 

Young met; of China quickly rallied to the 
revolutionary cause. But success did not come 
quickly. The empire had endured for a long 
time; it wasn’t easy to topple. 

At least 1U major uprising?* were mounted 
before the success at Wuchang %>n March 29. 
1911, one of Dr Sun's ehiefheutenants. Huang 
Hsing. led an attack on the Manchu Viceroy '*» 
headquarters at f union 

The young patriots who tallowed Huang 
were enthusiastic but menpenenced. Seventy- 
two of them lost their lives and latei were 
entombed at Yellow Rower Mound March 29 
is observed as Youth Day in the Republic of 
China with appropriate ceremonies in hono" 
of these national martyrs 

It was this grim determination and absolute 
martyrdom that brought the Chinese people 
face to face with the challenge of their destiny 
and convinced them that the repressive and 
tottering Manchu regime must go 

Early »n 1842. after the conclusion of 
the Opium War. China signed rhe Treaty of 
Nanking with Britain and agreed to open five 
of her ports. The Manchu government made 
further concessions in the 1860 Treaty of 
Peking. Western encroachment led to other 
unequal treaties and extraterritoriality which 
remained in effect until World War 11. 

Chinese woe* followed one another in 
quick, succession throughout the 19th century. 
At the time of the Anglo-French incursion 
against Peking, an internal revolt, known as the 
Tatping Incident, wa* gathering momentum, and 
for 1? years caused untold suffering to the 
people ol South China. 

At the same time, further disputes with 
Russia in the northwest and with Britain and

The Twelve Projects just get- 
ting under way will continue lo 
expand ibe transportation net- 
work. add to steel and power 
production, provide for urban 
and rural development and 
augment cultural facilities in 
every city and county. 

First v »f ihc Ten Projects to 
be completed was the China 
Shipbuilding Corporation yard 
at Kaohsiung Two sister tan- 
kers of 445.000 tons. among 
the biggest in the world, have 
been delivered. At a time of 
recession m shipbuilding, the 
yard is busy with contracts for 
container vessel*. bulk carriers 
and even wooden ships in the 
h,000-lon class. Part of the 
boom results from the cam- 
paign to provide "Chinese ships 
for Chtnese cargoes." 


President Chiang Ching-kuo takes 
the helm in the Republic of China 


The Republic of China got 
a new President in mid-1978. 
He is Chiang Ching-kuo, who 
stepped up from the premier- 
ship after President Yen Chia- 
kan decided to retire and urged 
the National Assembly to elect 
C.K. Chiang as bis successor. 

President Chiang Ching-kuo 
was elected March 20 and in- 
augurated two months later 
along with Vice President Shieh 
l'ung-min, who bad been go- 
vernor of Taiwan since 1972. 
Governmental continuity was 
further assured when Presi- 
dent Chiang choose Sun Yun- 
suan, the economic minister 
for more chan eight years, as 
his successor as Premier. 

■President Chiang, Vice Pre- 
sident Shieh and Premier Sun 
had been key members of the 
administrative team under Pre- 
sidents Chiang Kai-shek and 
Yen Cbia-kan. They were prime 
movers in the Ten. Major Cons- 
truction Prefects to prepare the 
Republic of China for deve- 
loped status in the 1980s. 

Upon becoming Premier in 
1972, Chiang Ctung-kuo pled- 
ged himself to: 

— Efficient and corruption- 
free government 

— Growth with stabiliy. 

— Freedom and democracy 
with responsibility. 

These promises were kept 
during Chiang Ching-kuo’s 
tenure as Premier and. renew- 
ed for his presidency. 

The top governmental iwm 
assembled by President Chiang 
and Premier Sun was one of 
the most experienced in the 
history of the Republic of 
China. 

At Premier Sun’s right hand 
was the same Taiwan-bom lea- 
der who assisted Chiang Ching- 
kuo during his six years at the 
Executive Yuan (Cabinet). Vice 
Premier Hsu Ching-chung re- 
ceived his doctor's degree from 
what is now National Taiwan 
University in Japanese tim es 
and has occupied his present 
post since 1972. 

Suceeding the new Vice Pre- 
sident, Shieh Tung-min, him- 
self a aTiwan native, as gover- 
nor of Taiwan province was 
Lin Yang-kang. Also born in 
Taiwan, he served as mayor ol 
Taipei for two years. He is only 
52 years okt 

■ 

The new Taipei mayor is an- 
other Taiwanese, Lee Teng-hui, 
55, who had been a minister 
without portfolio. 

Of the 17 Cabinet members 
with and without portfolios and 
not counting the Permier and 
Vice Premier, seven were newly 
named in late May and 10 were 
retained. Five of these were 
Taiwan-born. 

President Chiang Ching-kuo's 
career in government adminis- 
tration began in Kiangsi pro- 
vince 40 years ago. The scope 
of his experience is wide: from 
economics to defense, from 


youth to veterans’ affairs. ' He 
was defense minister and then 
vice premier before assuming 
the premiership. 

He is an exacting taskmaster 
but asks no more than he is 
prepared to deliver. His ap- 
proach to the personnel prob- 
lem is to find the best candi- 
date for the job and then dele- 
gate full authority. He demands 
and gets and gets complete in- 
tegrity. 

The new free Chinese chief 
of state is a team worker. “In 
government administration," he 


dually expanded up to the pro- 
vincial and national levels. To- 
day every citizen who has at- 
tained the age of 20 is entitled 
to vote for his own representa- 
tives.- Chiang Ching-kuo is a 
frequent visitor to the country- 
side.

One of the first lessons he 
learned from the people was 
that they wanted government 
red tape reduced.

In choosing his premier.

During his years in the Soviet 
Union' — a period in the 1920s 
and 30s when the Russian 
Communists would not let him - 
return home after completion 
of- his schooling — Chiang 
Ching-kuo worked in canines 
and factories. He has a hbajthy 
respect for the knowledge of 
the scientist and for the scienti- 
fic method. 

In the armed forces, he be- 
gan the "forward look” moder- 
nization program.

* If Chiang Ching-kuo were 
known for nothing else, he 
would be famous for the Ten 
Major Construction Projects 
that were begun and nearly 
completed during his premier- 
ship. Already under way are 
Twelve Projects to carry on 
basic nation-building into the 
1980s. 

When voices of pessimism 
were raised about ability to 
pay for the US $7 ballon cons- 
truction program, Chiang 
Ching-kuo responded that, the 
nation could not afford -to, 
fall behind the times. .Witte*; 
out added transportation capaW* 
city, Taiwan’s railroads and 
highways would have . been 
paralyzed.

departing travelers. 

The government team as- 
sembled by the new president 
has the same work ethic as its 
chief — and the same faith in 
the ultimate rightness of the 
people. CCK's advice to his 
ministers is exactly the same 
as that he gives himself: “If 

you are In doubt about any- 
thing, go out and ask the peo- 
ple. They always know.” 

He is no automation. He 
cares about people as indivi- 
duals and human beings, not 
as cogs in government. 

To Chiang Ching-kuo, as 
to his father. President Chiang 
Kai-shek, life itself is nothing. 
It’s what you can do for 
country and compatriots that 
counts.

Economic growth for 1978 
will reach a figure of about 10 
per cent in the Republic of 
China, one of the best records 
m the world. 

Per capita income is approa- 
ching US$1,500. Foreign trade 
wll amount to about US 
$21,000 million and that with 
the United States alone to 
more than US$6,000 million. 

Foreign and overseas Chi- 
nese investment is approach- 
ing US$2,000 million 

This “economic miracle” has 
been produced in only a quar- 
ter of a century. Before 1950, 
Taiwan consisted of sugar cane 
fields, rice paddies and some 
truck gardens. A few small 
cities were scattered up and 
down the western plain.

All over the world, friend- 
ship is the keynote of free 
Chinese approaches to other 
peoples.

France in the southwest 
rendered China weaker than 
ever. The war with France- 
ended with the signing of 
the Treaty of Tientsin m 
1885 In these decades of in- 
ternal. turmoil and external 
conflict, China lost its sove- 
reign rights in the Indochina 
Peninsula and in large areas 
of the northwest. Sino-Japa- 
nese disputes over Korea re- 
' suited in war between the two ' 
countries in 1894. After her 
defeat in 1895, China signed 
the Treaty of Shimonoseki in 
which she ceded Taiwan and 
the Penghu Islands (Pescado- . 
res) to Japan (They were re- ■ 
troceded to the Republic of 
China in 1945.) 

The repeated defeats suffer- 
ed by C hina at the hands of 
foreign powers, the weakness 
and incompetence of the Man- 
chu Cc-irt, plus the example 
of the Meiji Restoration m 
Japan, stimulated many think-

Freedom is a major source of 
strength for the people of Taiwan 


People oi the Republic of 
China are proud of their" arm- 
ed forces. These number about 
half a million men and women 
plus another couple of million 
in the reserves. They are arm- 
ed with a variety of modem 
weapons and receive intensive 
training. 

Yet tbe free people of Tai- 
wan tend to think of their 
strength in economic, political, ' 
social and cultural terms ra- 
ther than as an exercise of mi- 
litary power. 

Economic growth of more 
than 8 per cent annually has 
been achieved over the last 25 
years in a mixed system of 
free and state enterprises. Per 
capita income has soared dose 
to the US S1.500 mark. 

Even in 1945, there was no 
great Chinese interest in 'alter- 
ing Taiwan’s agricultural sta- 
tus. 

This changed quickly' with 
the Chinese Communist usur- 
pation of the mainland in 
1949. Taiwan became -the bas- 
tion of the Republic of China’s 
survival. The island had to in- 
dustrialize or go without. 

The government could easily 
have gone the way of statism. 
Japan had handed over the 
leading companies to govern- 
ment receivers. There was no 
entrepreneurial class as such, 
except for the few industrialists 
who made it to Taiwan in the . 
mainlan d exodus tif 1949-50.- 

But following die guidelines 
of Dr. Sun Yatsen’s Three 
Principles of the People, the 
government opted for a maxi- 
mum of free enterprise. Some 
of the government corpora- 
pora tions were even sold to 
finance the land reform pro- 
gram. Fonner absentee land- 
lords became factory owners'. 

Freedom to make a better 
living and to accumulate pro- 
fits for business expansion 
fueled the rapid Taiwan econo- 
mic advance. Hundreds of 
thousands of fanners came 
into possession of their own 
lands Production shot up ra- 
piidly. The agricultural surplus 
provided capital for the initial 
steps toward industrialization. 

Government has adopted the 
role of helper, not innovator, 
in the establishment of a ma- 
nufacturing economy which 

ing Chinese to action. 

Tbe most prominent leader 
in this reawakening was Dr. 
Sun Yat-sen. The second son 
of a farmer. Sun was born on 
November 12, 1866, near Ma- 
cao in Tsuiheng Village, 
2HsSang-shan County, K wang- 
ling Province In bis boyhood, 
he .studied Chinese classics 
under a private tutor. When 
he was 13, his mother took 
him to Hawaii to join his 
elder brother who had a mo- 
derately successful business 
there. Tbe education he re- 
ceived abroad, first in the St. 
Louis College in Honolulu, 

and later in the Medical 

School of the Alice Memorial 
Hospital in Hongkong, was 
not confined to the subjects 
taught in classroom. 

After his graduation. Sun 
began private practice first in 
Cannon and later in Macao 
but his heart was not in his 
work. He traveled extensively 
’ in mainland China. 


must export to prosper. -Tbe 
decisions are made by private 
individuals; the risks are taken 
by the people; tbe rewards are 
enjoyed by the rank and file. 

Freedom is also the pillar of 
the political system. The electo- 
ral experience has been vastly 
enlarged. Need for tutelage by 
the ruling Kuomintang (Chi- 
nese Nationalist Party) has 
been reduced. Independents and 
opposition parties are increas- 
ing their share of offices held. 

Elections are spirited but or- 
derly. Taiwan has materially 
increased the content of its de- 
mocracy and avoided some of 
the suppressions which have 
occurred in neighboring coun- 
tries. Together with Japan, the 
Republic of China ranks at the 
top of stable political entities 
in East Asia. 

Social freedom has produced 
a spirit of equality. There are 
no classes. Anyone is free to 
visit any hotel or restaurant in 
tbe country. There are no ex- 
clusive clubs. Even mansions 
are modest. The gap between 
rich and poor has been reduc- 
ed to a ratio of less tha'n 4 to 
1, which is one of the lowest 
in the world. 

Wealth is not confiscated, 
however. The progressive in- 
come tax promotes equalization 
of income. Millionaires increas- 
ed from 264 in 1970 to 1,560 
in 1977. They contribute the 
lion’s share of these earning 
to the general welfare through 
tbe tax system, yet have en- 
ough left to assure adequate 
capital for private investment 

Cultural freedom has pro- 
duced a rich and dynamic so- 
ciety. Literature, drama, paint- 
ing, sculpture and other arts 
are flourishing. Some 1,500 pe- 
riodicals are published. Hund- 
reds of now book titles are 
brought -out each year. Thirty- 
one daily newspapers have a 
circulation of about 1.5 million. 

Except for precautions against. 
Communist propaganda, ' all 
communications and art forms 
are free of censorship. Al- 
hough licensing requirements 
exist for newspapers and per- 
■iodicals, there is no pre- publi- 
cation censorship. Government 
and, social institutions are cri- 
ticized with impunity. 

Education is not a monopo- 

After the disastrous Sino- 
Japanese War in- 1895, Sun 
organized the H&ing Chung 
Hui (Rejuvenate China So- 
ciety) in Honolulu with a 
handful of revolutionaries. By 
this time, he bad decided to 
give up his medical practice to 
dedicate himself to the task 
•of saving China by revolutio- 
nary methods. His first attem- 
pt, an armed attack on Can- 
ton, ended in failure.

'The Boxer Incident in 1900 
spurred Sun to more intensive 
action. Io August, 1905,. ie 
succeeded in Welding several 
revolutionary bodies at home 
and abroad together into the 
Tung Meng Hui (Society uf 
Common Cause) in Tokyo. 
He made altogether six tours 
overseas and set up secret 
branches in several important 
cities in Asia, Europe and 
America.

ty of the state. Private schools 
exist at all levels and are espe- 
cially numerous and influential 
in the field of higher educa- 
tion. Teachers are under no 
constraints. 

College graduates are free to 
go abroad for advanced train- 
ing. and thousands do. The go- 
vernment offers a few scholar- 
ships and requires that the re- 
cipients return. Those who 
pay their own way are free to 
accept employment abroad. 
More and more have been re- 
turning now that Taiwan offers 
so many employment opportu- 
nities. 

CoUeges and universities are 
free* to generalize or specialize. 
The only limitation on their 
academic freedom concerns 
the obligation to accept as 
undergraduate students only 
those who have passed the 
joint entrance examination- 
This requirement grows out of 
the fact that the number of 
high school graduates seeking 
further education Is four 
times the capacity of the ins- 
titutions. 

Freedom of occupation is 
absolute. No one can tell any- 
one where he should work or 
at whaL In private enterprise, 
the individual is at liberty to 
negotiate his own salary and 
working conditions. 

Freedom of residence is si- 
milarly sacrosanct. People may 
live where they please and tra- 
vel where they wish within the 
country, except for certain 
mountain areas reserved for 
the aborigine people of Tai- 
wan. 

Freedom of religion makes 
no distinction amoog Buddhists. 
Taoists, Christians. Muslims 
and those of other faith. All 
are free to worship as they 
please, or not to worship. Re- 
ligious proselyting is allowed, 
but only provided the recipient 
accepts the message freely and 
willingly. 

President Chiang Ching-kuo 
has said that only ont freedom 
is proscribed in the Republic 
of China: that to be a Com- 
munist or to advocate Commu- 
nism. 

This is not because of tbe 
ideology or its socialistic con- 
tent. The Three Principles of 
the People of Dy. Sun Yat-sen 
(Nationalism. Democracy and 
the Social Welfare) have a 
sizable socialistic content. But 
this is a democratic and not a 
dictatorial system. 

Free China’s objection to 
Communism is its exclusiveness 
and totality. A free society 
must be a pluralistic society- 
Communisi societies are mono- 
lithic and have no choice ex- 
cept to deny and suppress hu- 
man rights. 

The Republic of China is a 
land of Confucian humanity 
and considers that the modern 
expression of Confucianism is 
largely to be found in human 
rights. 

People of Taiwan have every 
right except that to destroy ail 
rights by submitting to the 
Communist conspiracy against 
freedom. They are secure in 
their homes and their persons. 
They are tree to speak their 
nun r and follow any inclination 
that is not injurious to others. 

In the Re- 
p nolle of China, freedom is 
me inspiration, the sirengtn 
and tue example tnat has kept 
1 / million Chinese people tree 
in the face of all their enemies 
could do to snut them up and 
sLam the door on both indivi- 
dual and collective liberty. 

10, 1911 reached the outside 
world, he was in Denver, Co- 
lorado, on a fund-raising tour 
among Chinese communities 
in the United States. 

Wuchang is a city in central- 
China. An accidental bomb 
explosion on that day moved 
up the schedule of a large- 
scale revolt planned by revo- 
lutionaries in tbe New Man- 
ebu Array.

^plastic goods. Early in 1978, 
Taiwan moved ahead of Japan 
‘in the export of color televi- 
sion sets to the United Slates. 
It already held the lead in 
bJ$ck and white receivers. 

Private enterprise, the inge- 
nuity of Taiwan industrialists, 
bard-working labor and good 
quality at a reasonable price 
have propelled Taiwan into the 
world production lead for a 
wide variety of products — : 
umbrellas, low-cost watches,' 
decorative tights and cheap 
tootwear, to mention only a 
few. 

Because of its success, the 
Republic of China frequently 
has been accused or “dump- 
ing’ or subsidizing its indus- 
•iriatisis. Almost none ot these 
charges has ever been substan- 
tiated. 

- The government gives private 
enterprise less direct assistance 
than most countries. It does 
provide a favorable environ- 
ment. There is total freedom 
to make a prom and to plow- 
savings back into expansion. 
Taxes are high, however, and 
toe government has not inter- 
fered witn wage increase that 
have been averaging 20 per 
cent annually. 

The commanding social aDd 
economic philosopny is that of 
Dr. Sun Yal-sen’s Principle oi 
the Peoples Livelihood, a va- 
riant oi social welfare, whicn 
holds that tne people are entit- 
led to the fruits of their labor. 
Lf economic growth did not 
benefit the workers, the go- 
vernment would not be inte- 
rested in economic growth. 

Government leaders have ex- 
pressed hope that economic 
overheating can be . prevented. 
President Chiang Ching-kuo 
has made growth with stability 
and sta bility with growth his 
guidelineJNot all of the incre- 
ment of wages has been eaten 
up in inflation. 

The government has also 
sought to enlarge the domestic 
market. Because the population 
(17 million) is much smaller 
than the populations of Japan 
and South Korea, this has to 
■be done by raising the stan- 
dard of living. The Taiwan 
consumer cannot buy more 
goods and those of higher qua- 
lity if be is victimized by ram- 
pani inflation. 

In 1978, the Republic of 
China faced the difficult prob- 
lem of paying more for its 
imports from Japan (the largest 
supplier) because of the soar- 
ing value of tbe Japanese yen. 
The New Taiwan dollar's val- 
ue is tied to the U.S. dollar. 
To keep up with the yen is as 
difficult for the NTS as the 
USS. 

Attempts to reduce purchase 
from Japan have had indiffe- 
rent success. The Japanese 
market is near and familiar. 
In some case^ Japanese goods 
, are still cheaper — even with 
tbe inflated yen — than those 
of the United States and Eu- 
rope. Japanese technical assis- 
tance is quick and competent. 
Language problems are mini- 
mized. 

Several trade mission have 
been dispatched to the United 
States to buy more from that 
country. They have increased 
imports from America by hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars 
and helped hold down Tai- 
wan’s favorable trade balance 
with tbe U.S. This seems to be 
tbe only case on record in 
which one country deliberately 
set out to eliminate ihe deficit 
of a trading partner. 

The ascent of - the yen has 
not been a total disaster. If 
Japanese goods cost more, 
those of the Republic of Chi- 
na are selling fort less. Euro- 
pean, Asian, American and 
Oceania customers have been 
moving their orders from Ja- 
pan ti> Taiwan and Korea. 
Some economists are of the 
view that this is the wave of 
the Asian trading future, and 
that Japan will never regain 
the economic hegemony it en- 
joyed after World War II. 

in all the attention to indus- 
try, which produces about 95 
per cent of Taiwan's exports, 
the farmer has not been for- 
gotten. 

Just under a third of Tai- 
wan’s 17 million people still 
live in tbe countryside. Althou- 
gh tbeir income trails that of 
city workers, the gap is being 
closed. Land reform has plac- 
ed more than 90 per cent of 
farmland in the hands of those 
who till it. 

The government has been 
making about USS50 million 


worth of credit available an- 
nually for farm mechanization. 
Water buffalo are giving way 
to power tillers for plowing 
and other heavy agricultural 
work. TV antennas sprout 
from almost every farmhouse 
roof. Electricity has .reached, 
more Lhan 99 per cent pf 
farms. 

Taiwan is more than self- 
sufficient in rice, although 
wheat, soybeans and maize are 
imported. Mushrooms, aspara- 
gus, pineapple and other fruit 
have become important im- 
ports. Specialty crops and side- 
lines help the fanner increase 
his cash income. 

Many new industries are lo- 
cated in rural areas. Excess 
farm population can find em- 
ployment dose to home. Grow- 
th of the cities can be slowed. 

Not so many years ago'. 

- farm children received minimal 
schooling. Primary school was 
considered enough for boys 
• and only two or three years 
for girls. 

Today's nine-year education 
program has placed a‘ junior 
high school within traveling 


distance of most farms. The 
nearly 500 such schools of the 
island are drawing more than 
85 per cent of primary school 
graduates. Few pupils drop out 
before finishing the sixth grade 
and acquiring literacy. 

More changes lie ahead for 
the countryside as the North - 
South Freeway and the North 
Bend Railway to the east coast 
near completion. 

Tbe Keelung-Kaohsiung ex- 
pressway via Taipei will bring 
the fertile farms of the west* 
coast within an hour's travel of 
a good-sized diy. More far- 
mers will be sampling (he cul- 
ture of the cities and playing 
a bigger role in marketing their 
own products. 

The east coast, which ix 
thinly settled but has important, 
natural resources, will be 
brought closer to the more de- 
veloped west when tbe rail- 
road from Suao to Hualien is 
completed. 

Free C hina is convinced that 
a good life for the rural dwel- 
ler will curb the urban glut 
and contribute to improvement 
of the whole, econom 
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is 20 miles from the city, use 
of the North-South Freeway 
will keep transportation time 
down to about half an hour. 

This will be the most mo- 
dern airport in Asia for a long 
rime to come. Every available 
guidance system and other safe- 
ty device have been installed. 
With subsequent expansions. 
Taoyuan International will be 
able to handle 20 million pas- 
sengers and I million tons of 
freight annually and keep up 
with demand until the next 
century. 

One midear power plant is 
already producing more than 
600,000 kilowatts of electricity 
and a second is nearing the 
first stage of completion. Work 
on the third nuclear plant will 
be well under way next year. 
-When all three (each with two 
generators) have been comple- 
ted in the mid-1980s, the Tai- 
wan Power Company will be 
generating more than 5 million 
kilowatts by harnessing the 
atom. 

Thermal and hydroelectric 
generators also are helping 
Taiwan keep pace with the dou- 
ble-digit increase in power con- 
sumption. Within five years, 
Tai power will have capacity of 
more than 1 1 million KW. 

Three naphtha crackers have 
been completed by the Chinese 
Petroleum Corporation to 
serve downstream plants of the 
petrochemical, industry. The is- 
land is self-sufficient in most 
petrochemical building blocks 
and in some cases has an ex- 
cess for export. .Taiwan re- 
fines all its petroleum, oil and 
lubricant requirements from 
crude oi! imported in its own 
tankers from the Middle- East 
and Indonesia. 

The other railroad project 
involves tunneling and hridging 
through the rugged east coast 
mountains between Suao in the 
north and Hualien in the south, 
thus connecting the mainline of 
the west coasi with what has 
been a narrow gauge line link- 
ing Hualien with Taitung far- 
ther south. Work fell bdfiind 
because of the rocky terrain. 
But servicemen -con tractors are 
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now catching up and this sce- 
nic stretch of railway will be 
opened in 1980. 

.The Twelve Projects were 
conceived by President Chiang 
Ching-kuo while he was still 
Premier to continue expansion 
of the infrastructure and utilize 
the equipment and labor being 
released with completion of the 
Ten Projects. The Big Twelve: 
—Completion of the round- 
the-island railway. This will 
entail widening of the Hualien- 
Taitung line and spanning of 
the southern end of the island 
with a line from Taitung to 
Kaohsiung. 

— Construction of additional 
east -west cross- island highways. 

— Extension of the North- 
South Freeway to Pingtung. 

— Completion of the second 
4 stage of the China Steel Cor- 
poration mill. 

— Continued nuclear power 
consiruction. 

— Completion of second and 
third phases of Taichung Har- 
bor. 

— Development of new towns 
and cities and the building of 

25,000 housing units annually. 
— Improvement of farm irriga- 
tion and drainage. 

— Repair and construction of 
breakwaters and levees. 

—Widening of the highway 
from Pingtung to Oluanpi. at 
the southern tip of the island 
to four lanes. 

— Farm modernization and 
mechanization. 

—Provision of a cultural 
center in every city and county, 
each with a library, museum 
and music hall. 

The "Twenty-two Projects" 
arc helping the Republic of 
China maintain the momentum 
of what was described as Tai- 
. wan's ‘economic miracle" in 
the early 1960s. Continued 
growth with stability has been 
assured by the construction of 
sufficient infrastructure at a 
•price the nation can afford. 

Economists estimate that if 
the projects had been delayed 
and were only now gening un- 
der way. they would cost twice 
as much. Taiwan would not 
have been able to keep vp with 
ihe transportation requirements 
of exporis and imports. 
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FALSE SECURITY 

The lack of fighting in Lebanon in ihe past few days 
has helped to spread a false sense of security. The facts of the 
situation are that the country remains one short step from 
the abyss. 

President Hafez Assad and President Elias Sarkis met 
for four days to discuss ways of overcoming the crisis. In 
the end. President Assad was very diplomatic in saying that 
they had agreed on three quarters of the points discussed and 
that one quarter remained. One quarter may spell the differ- 
ence between resurrection and death. 

President Sarkis will now visit several Arab states before 
returning to Damascus to complete his talks with the Syrian 
leader. The Arab countries he will be visiting are all equally 
ready to help Lebanon in any way possible to end the blood- 
letting. Bui the Arab countries, the U.S., France and the 
world community can only help. The solution must come 
from Lebanon itself. 

For the time being the Lebanese are unable to hammer 
out a solution that they can all accept. The Syrian frustration 
has grown to the point that the Damascus government is ser- 
iously considering pulling out its forces. This demand has 
been made time and again by the rightist militias. But is 
it the right one* In a word. no. The departure of the Syrians 
will likely plunge ice country in a bloodbath and lead to the 
final disintegration ot Lebanon as the Arabs have known and 
loved it. 

What are the facts? First, it must be stated straight away 
that Lebanon must remain united, sovereign and independent. 
Thai desire of the right-wing parties is shared by all the other 
groups in Lebanon. Bui it does not necessarily follow that 
the departure of the Syrian forces will achieve this noble goal. 

The departure of the Syrians will lead to a resumption of the 
civil war between the right-wing parties on the one hand and 
the Muslims and Palestinians on the other. tThese tennis are 
used in the most general sense of the word). .The war will 
not be won by either side. Israel will support the Maronites 
as it now openly admits, and the Syrians will support the 
other side. There are already two Palestine Liberation Army 
battalions in Beirut and there are many more where they 
have come from. Do the people who are demanding the 
departure of the Syrians really believe that they will have die 
country for themselves afterward? Or do they' believe that they 
can achieve a quick victory over the other side in the absence 
of the Syrians? 

On paper, conditions in the Middle East weigh heavily 
aea : n*»i the Maronites. Their leaders must suspect that there 
may exist an international scheme to settle 3s many Palestin- 
ians as possible in Lebanon because the Arabs and the Israelis 
cannot agree on the creation of a Palestinian stale. In other 
words, the Palestinians' solution may be made at the expense 
of Lebanon. This is certainly not what ihe Lebanese and 
Palestinians want, but they are no more than pawns in other 
peoples hands as the events of »he past three years have prov- 
ed. All parties in Lebanon musi think again. 


VISITORS 


Saudi Arabia, as ihe cradle of Islam and the country 
honored with the irusieeship and protection of the holiest 
places in Islam, welcomes Muslim visitors who come here to 
perform the Umra or the pilgrimage. 

Having done so. these visitors should avoid overstaying 
their welcome unless they can obtain official approval for ex- 
tended residence. The ways of securing such approval are 
well-known. But until recently thousands of pilgrims and 
others who arrived here, ostensibly to perform the Umra. re- 
mained behind competing for jobs and accommodation. 

The number of illegal aliens may never be known but 
one thing is sure. They strained ihe resources and services of 
a developing country like Saudi Arabia. The infrastructure 
of cities like Jeddah, Riyadh and Dammam creaked under the 
pressure of people who had not been taken into account while 
planning the services required for the indigenous populations i 
rtf those Cities and those legally permitted to live and work 
there. 

The great number of, illegal residents not accounted for 
by the authorities present a a alarming problem for the security 
forces. Many of the alienSThave gotten rid of their passports, 
and some have assumed false identities. In the last four years, 
the problem assumed major proportions and .something had to 
be done. 

All illegal aliens were recently given a chance to make 
their status legal. Those who could not find sponsors have 
had to go home. 

We believe that the governments concerned ought to 
make it a point to advise their nationals who intend to visit 
Saudi Arabia that it would be illegal for then) to overstay 
their welcome, just as it would be illegal for a Saudi national 
to exceed the stay granted to him by a foreign country.

WASHINGTON — 

A former Pentagon official, 
citing “serious weaknesses” in 
the Camp David accords, has 
urged the Carter administration 
to open a dialogue with a 
“broad range” of Palestinian 
leaders and support the prin- 
ciple of an independent Pales- 
tinian state. 

Leslie Janka. until recently 
deputy assistant secretary of 
defense for the Middle East 
and North Africa, told the 
annual conference of the 
Middle East Institute that the 
United States has “a large mo- 
ral responsibility” to find a 
just solution to the Palestinian 
problem. 

“As an American. 1 am 
ashamed of my president for 
seeking to compare the PLO 
to Nazis.” Janka said, referring 
to recent comments by Presi- 
dent Carter at a Town Hall 
Meeting in Aliquippa, Pennsy- 
lvania. 

The administration should 
actively seek PLO support for 
U.N. Resolution 242, rather 
than engage in “name-calling" 
at a particularly delicate stage 
in the Middle East peace pro- 
cess, he added. 

Commenting on Britain’s 
granting of independence to ihe 
7,000 people of the remote 
South Pacific atoll of Tuvalu 
on Oct 1. Janka said: “If the 
Tuvaluans can have a state, 

what about the two million or 
more Palestinians?” 


Janka served as deputy assistant 
secretary of defense from 1976 
to 1978. Prior to that, he spent 
five years as a senior staff 
member of the National Secu- 
rity Council. He left the De- 
fense Department earlier this 
year to enter private business. 

In his address to the Middle 
East Institute, Janka outlined 
what he called “serious weak- 
nesses" in the Camp David 
agreements. 

“First of all,” he said, “the 
accords do not provide the 
basis for a comprehensive pea- 
ce. There is no formal link bet- 
ween the Sinai accord and the 
West Bank agreement." 

If King Hussein of Jordan 
decides not to join the peace 
process, “who will Israel nego- 
tiate with?” he asked. 

“I’m concerned that the pea- 
ce process has a major gap,” he 
said, “a gap that is filled with 
hope." 

In view of Israel’s clear mili- 
tary advantage over the Arabs, 
the Jewish state “didn't really 
give enough” in the Camp ■ 
David negotiations, Janka said. 

Greater Israeli concessions 
would have drawn Jordan and 
Saudi Arabia into the peace 
process and “served Israel’s 
own strategic interests,” he add- 
ed. 

The Palestinian question is 
still essentially unresolved, and 
“the danger exists of reactivat- 
ing the Cold War in the Middle 
East,” Janka noted.

BOMBAY— 

Next to United States and the 
Soviet Union, India has the 
la rges t reserve of highly skilled 
scientific and technological 
manpower. B tic the largest con- 
centration of world’s illiterates 
is also to be found within In- 
dian borders. 

This is one of many para- 
doxes of this vast and complex 
lan^To end it the Janata gov- 
ernment is embarking on what 
is without doubt history’s big- 
gest literacy campaign. 

A million and a half men 
and women— mostly primary 
school teachers but also volun- 
tary workers, ex-servicemen re- 
tired officials and unemployed. 
fxhM^e d youth — have fanned 
out into the countryside to 
persuade adult illiterates to 
start taking lessons after their 
day’s work. 

During a five-year period 
they are expected to carry the 
light of learning to one hund- 
red million people in the 1 5 to 
35 age group who are now 
totally illiterate and who put 
their thumb impressions on 
documents they are required to 


'Concentration on this parti- 
cular age group is understand- 
able- The official hope is that 
older people who are unable to 
read or write will fade away 
soon while younger ones will be 
brought into framework of 
free and compulsory primary 
education which should have 
become universal 15 years ago 
but might actualy become so in 
another decade. 

To achieve these ambitious 
goals, She sponsors of the Na- 
tional Adult Education Pro- 
gram, as the massive literacy 
campaign is officially called will 
have to open 400,000 new lite- 
racy ceatera where illite- 
rates will be en- 
couraged to attend dases in 
groups of ten or 15. By neces- 


sity these will have to be loca- 
ted in village temples, premises 
donated by rural rich, local 
primary schools and in tradi- 
tional community halls called 
Chaupals. , 

Thus while the lanehght was 
on a formal launching func- 
tion in New Delhi last week 
under the chairman Prime Mi- 
nister Morarji Desai, the suc- 
cess of the program will depend 

on sustained and dedicated 
work of unsung workers spread 
across India’s half a million 
villages. Most of these workers 
will be unpaid and others will 
have only a small stipend 
though functionaries who wilt 
oversee programs as paid gov- 
ernment employees. 

To begin with, a budget al- 
lotment of 5180 milli on has 
been made. But three times that 
amount will be available later 
if results achieved during the 
first year are considered satis- 
factory. 

There is no doubt about the 
sincerity of those who have 
devised this program nor about 
its noble objectives. But it 
would be wrong to convey the 
im pressi on that the program 
has touched off a wave of en- 
thusiasm or excitement in a 
country which badly needs to 
liquidate the baneful backlog 
of illiteracy. 

On the contrary, there is 
much scepticism. Some critics 
believe that before long the 
program will degenerate into 
an official ritual -rather like 
another necessary and noble 
movement to plant more trees. 
The gloomy feeling is not with- 
out reason. 

For one thing there is an 
air of deja vu about the cam- 
paign. Even towards the end of 
the British Raj, such drives 
were launched, though admit- 
tedly on a more modest scale. 

These seldom produced results 
except in the shape of literacy 
certificates indiscriminately dis- 


tributed. 

In addition the present 
gram is being launched on 
birthday of Mahatma Gao 
for good reason.

criticized the organizers of Lhe 
Middle East Institute conferen- 
ce for neglecting to schedule a 
panel discussion on the Pales- 
tinian problem. 

“The Palestinian question has 
been the great non-subject of 
this conference, and indeed of 
the Camp David accords,” he 
said.

Given their own state, the 
Palestinians themselves would 
have valued territory and eco- 
nomic interests to protect, and 
would have a stake in the long- 
term stability of the Middle 
East, he said.

MANILA — 
A battle far hearts and 
minds in Southeast Asia — not

(Vice-Premier Li Hisen-niea 
visited the Philippines in 
March.) 

And last mouth, bemused 
Filipino officials revealed that 
they would be hosting a visit 
sometime in October by Cam- 
bodia’s Deputy Prime Minis- 
ter Ieng Sary — the first 
Cambodian minister to come. 

A tanking Soviet official was 
also tentatively expected here ' 
in October, but the visit has 
been postponed for reasons < 
that are not yet clear.

Redhwfs antecedents are not 
hard to discover, but the colli- 
sion between East and West' 
is startling. To the Western 
mind, comparisons with the 
whole train of modem art lea- 
ding up to and including Pi- 
casso are inevitable. What Re- 
dhwi is communicating through 
his art, however, could teach . 
the West something about it- 
self that can be immediately 
grasped bj his Saudi admirers. 
Redhwi paints of change, of 
culture evolving so rapidly 
that the. speed of the new often 
does violence to the old. 

The spinning circle back- 
grounds of his latest paintings 
started emerging two years . 
ago. 

“To roe, they are symbols of 
the imagination fighting with 
change,” he said. “Tins is Efe, 
the old and the new. But mo- 
dern life is very' hard. It’s not 
very profound Men are busy 
with work, are not as good 
with tbeix families, are not as 
friendly. Old Arabia was 
.dean, simple, poetic.” 

To paint only the romantic 
past would violate RedhwTs 
visions. Thus, "Reading the 
Holy Koran," one of his latest, 
oils, depicts an apparently se- 
rene reader facing an open 
Koran. From out of the pages 
of the Book of God, a huge 
circle of reds, yellows and or- 
anges eclipses the reader. In 
"Take-Off." a%gaUqping Ara- 
bian horse leaps from another 
whirlpool of bright color to 
fairly sprint out of the frame. 
In "Old Jeddah," the seaport 
rises triumphantly in dark 
blues on a vertical plane, but 
the cityscape is fractured by a 
circle of reds set as starkly as 
a tile mosaic. 

‘life is constantly chang in g ." 
Redhwi raid: “Everything is 
running around in circles — the 
moon, the sun, emotions. Mo- 
dem life is speed. Everything 
is joummg for a new h£e.” 

In his painting of sadness, 
the caries of change give birth 
to flights of ghostly eagles 
climbing over a lone figure in 
thobe and kaffiyah, his back 
turned on a vision of dark- 
mss.

memhrances of youth, roses 
passion, happiness," he said. 

Redhwi remembers the early 
years, when his Saudi audience

But the years left their 
mark. Redhwi studied in 
Rome and Milan for four 
years. He spends most of the 
year now studying for a doc- 
torate in fine arts in Madrid. 
He has held successful exhi- 
bitions in Paris, London. Bei- 
rut, Bonn, Rome and Madrid, 
and next year plans to go to 
California with his paintings. 
He has grown comfortable 
with his acceptance by Europ- 
ean audiences, and cites Ame- 
rican and Spanish painters as 
among his closest friends. t 

Redhwi’s sensitivities haVe- 
not interfered with production. 
A new painting will take him 
between two days and two

weeks to complete, and he rare- 
ly halts to search for the in- 
tdlectualized designs of his vi- 
sion. It is a working style that 
is incredibly prolific. To date, 
Redhwi has produced 1,600 
paintings. 

Of his fellow Saudi artists, 
the ones he knows best are 
the dorien or so he studied 
with in Italy. 

"Most of them went Into 
business as interior designers " 
he said. “They told me life in 
art is very difficult. But an ar- 
rtist canaot live that way. Act 
is to live in beauty more than 
money. 

“Life has two facies: one 

bappy, one sad " Redhwi ex- . 
plained. "There is darkness and 


light, in contrast, in collision. 
These contrasting forces are 
very important in and around 
life.

WASHINGTON — Killing people was never the hardest 
thing- You got numb to that. The hardest thing was giving 
an order that might result in the death of somebody under 
you. somebody you slept next to in a poncho hootch, or 
maybe hid with in a bunker while red and green tracers lit 
• up the blackness and mortars and B-40s whumped and spat- 
tered above you. Still, there were times... 

“I remember the first guy I knew I killed. L got him 
with a blooper, which was our name for a 40-millinieter gren- 
ade launcher. I'd been over (here only a couple of months. 
This guy with me reached down and pulled out the dead 
. guy’s wallet. There was a letter from his wife in it. He was 
. just some poor little Vietnamese who lived back in the 
mountains. The guy tossed up the waller and said, ‘Here, lieu- 
tenant. maybe you want to write a letter to his wife.' That 
got to me.’* 

In 1969, 1st Lieutenant James Webb of Delta Company. 
First Battalion. Fifth Regiment, US. Marines, was spending 
his days in the An Hoa Basin of Vietnam, “taking rounds,” 
and of course giving back more than a few of his own. Like 
that time a bald, grinning head popped out of a thatched 
bole two feet in front of him and. barroom, Webb blew 
it away point-blank with a .45 before anyone around him 
could say dinky dau {Vietnamese for crazy), not yet knowing 
there was a small, oval object hissing just to his left. 

The An Hoa Basin of Vietnam is a place of red dust 
and furnace heat, of wide Fields broken by little green ponds, 
of bomb craters and pagodas and gravestones. Two rivers 
join there, at Liberty Bridge. Down the way are Charlie Ridge 
and the Arizona Valley. In its way, says James Webb, the 
place is beautiful. 

James Webb has written a novel about Vietnam and the 
An Hoa Basin. The novel is called “Fields of Fire” and it 
is possibly the best combat book yet written about that failed 
war. It is not literature in the sense of, say, “The Naked and 
the Dead" it is a straightforward read with its own kind of 
firepower — a brutal glimpse, says an advance review in pub- 
lishers weekly, “of the absurd hell it must have been.” 

The other day, James Webb sat in a restaurant on Capi- 
tol H3U, down the street from his job with the U.S. House of 
Representatives veterans affairs committee. His sleeves were 
shoved up and brs spare, toned body, connected to its thick 
neck and boyish — almost adolescent — face, was edged for- 
ward on his chair. He looked erect and expectant, an officer 
out of uniform.

.Combat reflexes 

James Webb, who is 32 and a lawyer now, was medically 
separated from the Marine Corps in April 1972. By. then he 
had been meritoriously promoted to captain and had been 
decorated with the Navy Cross, the Silver Star, two Bronze 
Stars, the Navy Achievement Medal. He had also been op- 
erated on three times. The last doctor put it to him this way: - 
if he stayed in, he'd have a straight leg in three yean,. 

One day Webb went down to Florida to see his folks. 
The three of them, Webb and his mother and father, were 
driving through an orange grove. Suddenly somebody’ behind 
or to the side fired a gun. 

Involuntarily, reflexively, James Webb, emitted a strange, 
highsound — a kind of “uuhhh,” he says, half cry, half drown- 
ing. gurgle. It is the sound men under fire sometimes make 
unconsciously. Webb’s father, a retired career air force offi- 
cer. turned to his wife and said: “You see?” 

James Webb has lots of stories like that. Part of the 
reason for "Fields of Fire,” he says, was to get some emotion, 
not politics or morals, out on paper. He wanted to gjvte the 
texture of an experience, render it. if he could apolidcaliy. 

James Webb is in the novel, of course — as a composite 
of characters named Snake and Robert E. Lee Hodges and 
Doc Rabbit and Cat Man and Bagger and Homicide and 
Speedy and Senator, who was not really a senator but had 
had three years at Harvard. Webb himself bad four years at 
the U.S. Naval Academy, where he took “literature t©^. relieve 
courses on tiie thermodynamic properties of steam." Bp never 
really thought of himself as a writer. 

Usually when James Webb talks about the war, he is 
talking about people, men who served under him aacf whom 
he still can’t quite get out of his head. “I see these ggys and 
I see what’s missing in their lives,” he says. He Says it 
stoically, as he says a lot of things. * 

Webb was hit twice in Vietnam, the first time wfth.it B-40. 
which is a shoulder-fired, rocket-propelled grenade. launcher 
used against tanks and people, the second time with a. grenade. 
The grenade blew him three meters in the air into water. 
Altogether, he took metal in 13 places. He still carries a 
piece in the back of his head.

LONDON — Moves are afoot 
within the British aircraft in- 
dustry and the Royal Air Force 
to provide Queen Elizabeth 
with a jet aircraft for official 
engagements. 

The RAF Queen's Flight still 
has no jets. It consists of three 
turbo-propeller Hawker Sidde- 
ley Andovers, delivered in 1964, 
and two Westland Wessex 
helicopters delivered in 1969. 

. The proposal is now that it 
should have two British Aero- 
Space One-Eleven 47 5s, execu- 
tive versions of the 89-seat jets 
now in service with British Air- 
ways. The 475s would each cost 
(rmillion pounds, of which part 
would be offset by selling the 
Andovers for about 1 million 
pounds each. 

In 1977, the last year for 
which figures are available, the 
Queen's Flight cost taxpayers 
1.8 million pounds ($3.5 mil- 
lion). The figure includes the 
pay of 19 officers, 161 other 
ranks and three civilians. 

The Air Board (governing 
body of the RAF) approved an 
order for two One-Elevens in 
1972. but this was turned down 
by the Conservative government 
of Edward Heath. 

According to the magazine 
“Flight International," a re- 
equipment order, including jets, 
was again turned down last 
year by the current Labor gov- 
ernment. 

The Queen’s Flight performs 
about 700 “tasks'’ each year. 
About U per cent of flights 
are for “non-royals" — minis- 
ters, service chiefs and others 
entitled to use the royal air- 
craft. 

The Queen's Flight also car- 
ries visiting Heads of State, 
among whom have recently 
been Chancellor Helmut Sch- 
midt of Germany, President 
Giscard d’Estaing of France, 
and King Hussein of Jordan. 

The present Andovers are 
modestly furnished and deco- 
rated. Each has three cabins 
— the Queen's personal com- 
partment, “C”. near the tail, 
with four armchairs and two 
tables; a middle compartment, 
“B’\ with eight chairs, mid a 
dining compartment, "A”, for- 
ward. with a galley serving Bri- 
tish Airways food. 

: The cabins have a muted 
blue and grey' color scheme. 

The One-Elevens would be 
fitted with extra tanks to give 
them a range of about 3,000 
miles. This, it is argued, would 
sfcve (he cost ot chartering civil . 
airliners when the Queen makes 
long journeys. 

If a British aircraft ts char- 
tered, the Department of Trade 
pays the cost, including .the 
co si of any cabin conversion. 
However. British airlines are 
said to undercharge on th«e 
occasions — and overseas air- 
lines often make no charge at 
all. An alternative to civil 
chartering is to hire a long- 
range VC- 10 from the RAF, 
■but this can cause operational 
problems by taking the plane 
atv.iy from standard duties. 

One of the primary require- 
ments in aircraft used by the 
queen on long journeys is that 
inure should be a minimum 
number of slops, for security 
and to avoid hoaxes. (Accord- 
ing to “Flight.” on a recent 
tour tlterc were three hoax tele- 
phone calls in one night-)—

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Berlin no asylum for Pakistani workers

WEST BERLIN — Cold 
wind and rain swept a remote 
corner of West Berlin’s Tegel 
Airport one morning recently 
as six police vans pulled up 
alongside a chartered jetliner 
being serviced for the 12-hour 
flight to Karachi. 

As soon as the lead van 
stopped, its doors were flung 
open and its passengers scam- 
pered up ihe gangway past a 
double line of policemen. In 
all, 130 young Pakistanis board- 
ed the plane. 

Twenty minutes later the 
plane roared off. The police 
officers climbed into their vehi- 
cles and drove off. They came, 
back the next day toTend an- 
other group of Pakistanis home. 

The flights are part of a new 
Berlin airlift — one that is con- 
siderably different from the 
dramatic 1948 effort that saved 
West Berlin from being swal- 
lowed by Communism. 

There are no heroics in the 
current operation. There are 
onlv greed, false promises and 
shattered dreams of desperate 
young men trying to free them- 
selves of poverty by finding 
what would be — for them — 
high-paying jobs in the West. 

The deportation by the West 
Berlin city government is a 
costly effort to reduce the flow 
of job-hungry immigrants from 
Asia and the Middle East who 
have been pouring in at an 
alarming rate this last year. 

The influx of more than 
10,000 foreigners during the 
year, mainly Pakistanis, has 
severely strained the city’s abi- 
lity to cope with them. 

So far. only Pakistanis have 
been deported by airlift. But 
Peter Ulrich, interior minister 
in the West Berlin city govern- 
ment, said in an interview that 
the airlift may soon include In- 
dians, who make up the second 
largest group of illegal entrants. 

Since December, 1,374 Pak- 
istanis have been airlifted home 
on six separate flights. The 
rate of departures is expected 
to increase in the near 
future. 

Each of the six flights, ope- 
rated by Aeroamerica, a smail. 


U.S. charter company head- 
quartered here, has cost the 
city $77,500. 

The cost of the flights, plus 
the $30 in pocket money the 
authorities give each deportee, 
is considered relatively cheap. 
The expense is equal to about 
three months of social-security 
benefits each deportee would 
receive if allowed to re m ain m 
West Berlin or West Germany. 


outside the Communist capital 
The applicants then board a 
bus or subway and ride into 
West Berlin, all ready to claim 
asylum. 


The authorities see an im- 
portant fringe benefit in she 
airlift. The deported aliens, 
they think, can warn their fa- 
milies and friends of the false 
promises made by operators of 
the "political asylum racket” 
that lured them at great expense 
to West Berlin. 


Until last June Requests for 
asylum took up to six years 
of processing. In June the pro- 
cess was shortened, to take no 
longer than two yean. 

While a request is being con- 
sidered, the applicant is allowed 
to remain in Germany and is 
eligible for West Germany’s 
generous social benefits. On a 
single day last November bene- 
fits totaling $92,500 were paid 
out to 608 applicants for 
asylum. 


The racket is run by a net- 
work of unscrupulous Pakis- 
tani travel agents who paint 
glowing pictures of job oppor- 
tunities readily available to any 
Pakistani willing to say be is 
seeking political asylum. 

This is the only route left 
for foreigners seeking resident 
status in Germany, since the 
country closed the door to any 
new Gastarbeiters- — guest wor- 
kers — after the 1973 Arab 
oil embargo. 


The travel agents arrange 
passage to East Berlin for fees 
ranging from $1,500 to $3,000 
— enormous sums for the eager 
jobseekers, who usuhily must 
sell their personal possessions 
or pool meager family funds. 

The Pakistani agents ore 
aided by "asylum lawyers" Jn 
West Berlin who for a fee, 
usually $50, prepare applica- 
tions for sanctuary under West 
Germany's political asylum law. 
The law is said to be the most 
liberal in the world. 

In many cases the applica- 
tions are prepared even before 
the alien reaches die city. They 
are passed to the aliens by 
agents known as Schleppecs — 
a slang term for a person 


These benefits represent en- 
ormous wealth to the people 
from Pakistan and other poor 
countries. And the modest hos- 
tels and converted hotels where 
they are housed pending a 
decision on their applications 
are relatively luxurious. 

But, as the scene at Tegel 
Airport shows, many of the 
Pakistanis now coming into 
West Berlin are not giyen a 
chance to take advantage of 
the benefits and relative luxary. 
They are deported almost im- 
mediately after being picked up 
by the police or when they sub- 
mit their applications for 
asylum. 

The reason is that almost 
all of them claim political 
asylum on the basis of mem- 
bership in deposed Pakistani 
Prime Minister Zutfikar Ali 
Bhutto’s Pakistan People’s 
Party. 


The authorities, backed by a. 
West Berlin court decision, have 
ruled that mere membership in 
the party does not constitute 
grounds for granting or even 
considering a request for poli- 
tics 1 asylum. Thus Pakistanis, 
making such a claim can be 
deported immediately.

Webb appears to be getting along professionally as assis- 
tant minority counsel to the House of Representatives veterans 
committee. He has been in the job 18 months. Though he 
is the .only Vietnam vet on the committee (the other members 
go back to World War H), he thinks ground is being gained. 
He would like it to go faster.

LONDONDERRY. Oct. 9 
(AP) — Troops clashed with de- 
monstrators Sunday during ri- 
val Roman Catholic and - Pro- 
testant marches on the 10th 
anniversary of the outbreak of 
sectarian warfare in Northern 
Ireland. 

Army squads fired plastic 
bullets and charged into a 
crowd of Catholic youths who 
hurdled rocks and bottles at 
the 1,000 troops and police 
there to prevent dashes. Two 
policemen were injured in scuf- 
fles. 

. Police said 44 policemen 
were injured, none seriously, 
when Protestants, frustrated at 
not being allowed to attack 
their rivals, turned on police. 
There were six arrests. 

The 5,000' Catholic marchers, 
headed by bands and banners, 
went from Bogside across 
Craigavon Bridge over the Ri- 
ver Foyle into the Protestant 
Waterside quarter. 

The rival march by 1,500 
Protestants was delayed four 
hours to prevent a dash. Both 
groups used the Craigavon 
Bridge and Waterside. 

The Catholics’ march com- 
memorated the 10th anniversa- 
ry of a civil rights march in 
Londonderry that is widely re- 
garded as the start of the cur- 
rent troubles. Authorities, 
however, calculate death and 
injury statistics from an out- 
break of sectarian feuding in 
Londonderry in August 1969, 
and put the total at least 
1365. 

Organizers said the Protes- 
tant march was to commemo- 
rate those -ho have died dur- 
ing the troubles.

Shun settlers

JERUSALEM, Oct. 9 (R) — 
Israelis who have to leave their 
settlements in Sinai under peace 
terms with Egypt will be offer- 
ed new homes in the Negev 
desert, the Jewish agency said 
Monday. 

The spokesman said about 
20 settlements in the Negev 
were being planned for tbe 
3,500 Israelis who must eva- 
cuate their Sinai outposts as a 
condition of the Camp David 
summit agreement last month- 

The Jewish agency, which 
directs die setting up of new 
settlements. wiU cooperate with 
tbe Israeli Army on die setting 
of the new outposts. 

Crown Prince 
sends cable to 
Uganda, leader 

JEDDAH, Oct. 9 (SPA)— 
Crown Prince Fahd Monday 
cabled his congratulations to 
Ugandan President Idi Amin 
on his country’s independence 
anniversary. 

The prince wished President 
Amin health and happiness 
and the Ugandan people more 
progress and prosperity. 

The Islamic Development 
Bank will grant a $6 million 
loan to Uganda this month to 
improve Kampala's water net- 
work, 1DB President Dr. Ah- 
mad Muhammad Ali announc- 
ed Monday.

book called “Saudi Arabia. A 
Case Study in Development", 
by Dr. Fouad Abdul Salam 
Al-Farsy, assistant deputy mi- 
nister of information, will be 
available shortly. “Al-Medina'' 
reported Monday. 

The author deals with deve- 
lopment in the Kingdom in the 
last quarter of the 20th centu- 
ry, relations with Aramco and 
its role as a major producer of 
petroleum. 

The book also discusses the 
country's constitution based on 
the Holy Quran, and the way 
its economy has developed. 

Farsy holds a degree in law 
from the Arab University of 
Beirut and a master’s degree in 
political science from the Uni- 
versity of Portland.

4,000 post boxes 
to bring Jeddah 
supply to 11,000 

JEDDAH. Oct. 9— Postal 
problems will be eased fur- 
ther when 4,000 new post 
boxes are established in .the

Western Province, has said. 

According to “Al-Medina*. 
the boxes will be installed at 
the new temporary post office 
building during the last week 
of this month.

These boxes will bring Jed- 
dah's total to 1 1,000.

1979. 

Tbe new government expec- 
ted to emerge this week must 
take decisions on employment, 
shipyards, nuclear power and 
tbe budget now being worked 
on which must be presented 
to parliament in January.

Karpov reels after two defeats 


BAGUIO. Oct. 9 (R) — Two 
successive defeats for Anatoly 
Karpov, a blow without pre- 
cedent in his brilliant cham- 
pionship career, have thrown 
(he world chess tournament 
against Viktor Korchnoi wide 
open. 

Monday tbe 47-yearold chal- 
lenger, who has fought back 
from a seemingly impossible 
2-5 behind to within one game 
of the 27-year-old champion, 
plotted strategies for continuing 
his winning streak. 

•Although Karpov needs only 
one mote win to give him six 
victories and the $350,000 first 
prize, the psychological advan- 
tage appears to be firmly with 
the challenger. 

Karpov, probably the most 
active world champion in the 
history of the game, has play- 
ed more than a hundred games 
since becoming world champion 
three , years ago and until this 
championship be bad lost only 
six — and never two in a row. 

In the last game, it was a 
blunder by the normally ice- 
cool champion in the last hour 


of the nine-hour game that 
brought his defeat Although 
■Karpov still bad plenty of time, 
he played excessively fast in an 
■effort to fluster Korchnoi and 


went astray himself. 

Karpov, his face flushed, re- 
signed in a hopeless position 
on the 79tb move.
